DUMBO developers may buy site for $160 million 



The Domino Sugar factory is up for sale — and the DUM- 
BO development company Two Trees Management is on 
the verge of buying it for $160 million.

The developer who made 
DUMBO desirable has reached 
a tentative agreement to buy Wil- 
liamsburg’s Domino Sugar fac- 
tory from its cash-strapped own- 
ers for $160 million. 

Real estate powerhouse Two 
Trees Management is hammering 
out a deal with Domino co-owner 
Community Preservation Corpo- 
ration Resources to purchase the 
troubled waterfront site — poten- 
tially jump-starting a stalled proj- 
ect slated to bring 2,200 apart- 
ments to an industrial icon on the 
neighborhood’s Southside. 

Community Preservation Cor- 
poration Resources considered 
half a dozen offers for the 1 1 -acre 
property before settling on a bid 
that could allow it to wipe away 
nearly $125 million of debt, the 
Daily News first reported. 

“Two Trees understands water- 
front development, is well- capi- 
talized and is the best chance for 


Domino to get developed into the 
mixed-income, mixed-use com- 
munity it was intended to be,” 
said Community Preservation 
Corporation Resources CEO Ra- 
fael Cestero whose company pur- 


chased the plant for $54 million 
in 2006. “With the sale of Dom- 
ino, we will be able to return to 
our core mission as a lender pro- 
viding badly needed capital to 
support affordable housing de- 


velopment and strengthen neigh- 
borhoods throughout the city and 
state.” 

Sources close to both parties 
said Community Preservation 
Corporation Resources is still 
considering other bidders and 
the deal is not final, but Cestero 
hopes to finish negotiations in 
the coming weeks. 

A spokesman for Two Trees 
declined to comment. 

The developer has been Skop- 
je ping the project for months af- 

0 ter defaulting on its $125 million 

1 loan in January. 

| The project’s manager, Su- 
san Pollock, previously told The 
Brooklyn Paper that her company 
would seek to bring in a “reputa- 
ble developer” who would stick 
with the original plans hammered 
out in a 2010 rezoning, including 
high-rise towers capped at 34 sto- 
ries, shuttle bus service to the J 
train, and more than 600 apart- 
ments with rents below the mar-

Shake weight 

Noisy crossfit gym in the crosshairs

Neighbors of a Williams- 
burg gym say brawny weight 
lifters shake their building by 
dropping massive barbells on 
the ground during their work- 
outs. 

Residents of a four- story 
Roebling Street condo say that 
their apartments shudder after 
gym rats at the Brooklyn Bar- 
bell Club “snatch” or “clean 
and jerk” weights of as much 


as 2 1 5 pounds — then hurl the 
barbells to the floor. 

“It’s not so much the sound 
as the vibration,” said Ed Roth, 
whose lives in a brick condo 
building that shares a wall 
with the gym. 

“One guy comes in and 
starts dead lifting at 7 am — 
the building starts shaking, the 
dog starts barking, the neigh- 
bor’s baby starts crying, and 
if we have the energy for the 
hundredth time, we’ll call 311,” 


he said. 

But crossfit club co-owner 
Sam Orme says she has already 
done everything she can to 
mitigate sound when her pa- 
trons pump iron. 

Orme said her N. Eighth 
Street gym has already added 
rubber floors and special bul- 
letproof padding to the weight- 
lifting area — and she doesn’t 
think there’s much else she 
can do.

SWEAT VICTORY 

'Hot yoga' fan achieves 1,000-day streak

An unbelievably positive and 
fiercely devoted Park Slope yoga 
student has overcome a serious 
physical disability to finish a jaw- 
dropping marathon of hot yoga — 
and he’s just getting warmed up. 

Solitaire Macfoy, who suf- 
fers from an arthritic condition 
prompted by a motorcycle acci- 
dent decades ago, achieved his 
goal of practicing 1,000 consecu- 
tive days of Bikram yoga, an in- 
tensely physical, sauna-hot ex- 
ercise that’s hard to do for even 
1,000 seconds. 

“He’s incredible: he comes in 
with a certain level of pain — but 
it’s mind over matter with him,” 
said Havi Asch, his teacher at 
Bikram Yoga Park Slope. 

His tireless dedication and up- 
beat energy in class has inspired 
longtime meditation masters and 
sweaty newbies alike, Asch said. 
(Full disclosure: this wimpy re- 
porter belongs to the studio and 
has completed only three consec- 
utive days of 90 minute, over 100 
degree Bikram yoga sessions) 
Macfoy — who walks with 


a cane and perpetually sports a 
huge smile — said mental strength 
helps him overcome soreness and 
return to the practice, which has 
yielded stunning results on his 
body and mind. 

“I’ve seen unspeakable levels 
of expansion in my psychology, 
my physical being, and spiritual 
side,” he said. 

Since the 57-year-old started 


his Bikram streak, he has stopped 
taking medicine or practicing 
physical therapy for his fused 
knee, which has ailed him since 
the motorcycle crash. 

Now, he said, plenty of hot 
yoga is all he needs. 

“It makes me feel good — and 
value life every day,” said Mac- 
foy, who for now plans to keep 
the streak alive.

New life for

Hip-Hop Festival needs help raising funds

It’s mo’ money, mo’ problems 
for the organizers of the Brook- 
lyn Hip-Hop Festival. 

The directors of the star-stud- 
ded waterfront concert claim 
that pricey artist fees and a big- 
ger venue at Brooklyn Bridge 
Park’s Pier 3 have caused pro- 
duction costs to balloon — and 


they’re asking fans for cash to 
help keep tickets affordable. 

“We’re turning to the people,” 
said the event’s executive direc- 
tor Wes Jackson, who is asking 
for $15,000 in donations from rap 
fans on the fund-raising website 
Kickstarter. 

“Everybody ought to be able 
to participate,” said Jackson, who 
hopes donations will allow him to 


sell tickets for between $20 and 
$30 — a price he thinks will keep 
the festival open to music-lov- 
ers of all socioeconomic brack- 
ets. “Otherwise, how’s hip-hop 
gonna grow?” 

The eighth annual show — 
which is slated to feature a perfor- 
mance by legendary emcee Busta 
Ryhmes — will cost $350,000 to

Cyclones pitchers! 

Cyclones skipper Rich 
Donnelly gave this news- 
paper an exclusive sneak 
preview of the Mini Mets’ 
pitching roster for the 2012 
season, which kicks off June 
18 with a home game against 
their hated cross-harbor ri- 
vals, the Staten Island Yan- 
kees. 

Donnelly said this sea- 
son’s team — mostly cho- 
sen out of 106 youngsters 
at spring training camp in 
Port Saint Lucie, Fla. — 
will feature just one of the 
players who took the Cy- 
clones to the playoffs last 
season, with first baseman 
and gnarly-gloved gladiator 
Cole Frenzel coming back 
for a second go-round on the 
good ship Cyclone. 

Frenzel joined the Cy- 
clones after the season began, 
but quickly made a name for 
himself as a steady first base- 
man — and for the fact that 


he would tape up the unrav- 
eling pocket of his beloved 
Rawlings mitt with medi- 
cal tape. 

Donnelly, a seasoned 
veteran who will return for 
his second year at the helm, 
said the club’s focus early on 
will be on building a pitch- 
ing staff that has a great rap- 
port with his catchers. 

“I like pitchers who throw 
the ball over the plate and 
catchers who can catch the 
ball. The offense will take 
care of itself,” Donnelly said, 
adding that he hoped to see 
his team lead the league in 
fewest walks again this sea- 
son. 

So, without further ado, 
here’s the first look at the 
Brooklyn Cyclones 2012 
pitching staff, which so far 
doesn’t include any left- 
handers: 

•Gabriel Ynoa: Don- 
nelly calls the Kingsport 
Mets transplant “a throw- 
ing machine” who gets his 
pitches over the plate. He 
walked only 12 batters in the 


128.1 innings he’s pitched 
during the last two years. 

• Luis Mateo: One of the 
best arms in the entire orga- 
nization, according to Mets 
Veep Paul DePodesta, Ma- 
teo is a flamethrower who 
posted 80 strikeouts and a 
2.00 ERA in 13 appearances 
with the Dominican Summer 
League Mets in 2011. 

“His numbers in the Do- 
minican last year were outra- 
geous,” said Donnelly. 

• Luis Cessa: This hurler 
went 4-2 for the Gulf Coast 
Mets last year, with a 3.16 
ERA for the season, where 
he walked 13 batters in 53 
innings. Donnelly says Cessa 
had potential as either a 
starter or as a reliever. 

•Matthew Bowman: 
A first-year draft pick out 
of Princeton, Bowman had 
two shutouts and gave up just 
one home run in 2012. 

•Matthew Koch: A 
massive 6-foot-3, 204-pound 
third-round pick out of Lou- 
isville, Koch is 8-5 with a 
3.40 ERA in his two-year

career in college ball, and 
allowed just eight walks in 
32-1/3 innings last sea- 
son. 

Donnelly says he’s ex- 
cited about his roster of 
righties, but he hasn’t seen 
all of them in action: he 
won’t see Bowman or Koch 
pitch until he gets back to 
Brooklyn. 

But character was just 


as important as skill, he 
said. 

“I look at numbers be- 
fore they get here, but then 
I want to see what kind of 
kid they are. I look at when 
things go bad, how they 
act,” said Donnelly. “You 
really don’t know what 
you’re going to get till you 
open up that stadium and 
turn the lights on.” 


Voice of Brooklyn 
Cyclones silenced

Warner Fusselle, the voice 
of the Brooklyn Cyclones, 
died of a heart attack last Sun- 
day, members of the minor- 
league baseball team said. 
He was 68. 

Fusselle, a veteran ra- 
dio broadcaster affection- 
ately known as “The Fuse,” 
joined the Cyclones before 
the team’s inaugural season 
in 2001 and called nearly ev- 
ery game in the team’s his- 
tory. He was preparing for his 
12th season behind the micro- 
phone when he passed. 

Longtime colleagues said 
Fusselle’s charm, baseball 
knowledge, and signature 
“Live from the Catbird’s seat” 
call — a tip of the hat to leg- 
endary Brooklyn Dodgers an- 
nouncer Red Barber — before 
every game quickly endeared 
him to fans coming to Coney 
Island’s MCUPark. 

“He could do anything 
as a broadcaster,” said Ed 
Shakespeare, a close friend 
and Brooklyn Paper Cyclones 
columnist who sat next to 


Brooklyn Cyclones an- 
nouncer Warner Fus- 
selle died on Sunday. 


Fusselle during hundreds of 
home games. “Warner was 
a consummate professional. 
The Cyclones were lucky to 
have him.” 

Cyclones General Man- 
ager Steve Cohen said the 
team — which is sched- 
uled to kick off its season 
on Monday — was left rat- 
tled by the news. 

“There is no one who knew 
more — or cared more — 
about baseball in Brooklyn 
than Warner,” Cohen said. 

Fusselle was born in Ken- 
tucky in 1944 and raised in 


Georgia. He announced 
games for the American 
Basketball Association’s 
Virginia Squires and hosted 
“This Week in Baseball,” a 
national sports program. 

But he was best known 
for his 1 1 years covering the 
Cyclones. 

Fusselle brought an old- 
school work ethic to the “Cat- 
bird seat” and spent hours 
pouring over players’ statis- 
tics. He famously refused to 
use a computer, opting in- 
stead to keep score with a 
paper and pen — a quirk that 
earned him the respect of the 
hard-bitten Cyclones report- 
ers he worked with. 

Former Brooklyn Pa- 
per editor Gersh Kuntz- 
man said Fusselle’s talents 
rivaled some of the Mets’ 
greatest announcers. 

“No one short of Bob Mur- 
phy and Ralph Kiner was bet- 
ter than Warner in a rain de- 
lay,” said Kuntzman. “He 
set the bar for minor league 
broadcasters.” 

Fusselle is survived by his 
sister and two nephews. 
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Jimmy Cliff rocked Prospect Park this month, but 
Windsor Terrace residents say his show and other 
Celebrate Brooklyn concerts are too noisy. 


Sound ... and fury! 

Neighbors: Concert series nothing to 'Celebrate'

Bass-heavy beats from 
Prospect Park’s popular Cel- 
ebrate Brooklyn concert se- 
ries are shaking homes and 
rattling windows in Wind- 
sor Terrace, say angry neigh- 
bors who claim the free tunes 
aren’t music to their ears. 

Residents at 1 Prospect 
Park Southwest — which is 
roughly five blocks from the 
outdoor concert site — claim 
performers are using more 


speakers than in past years 
and creating an irksome din 
until almost midnight. 

“We’re getting blasted with 
sound; it’s insane,” said neigh- 
bor Tom Prendergast. 

Prendergast says building 
residents measured noise com- 
ing from last week’s Jimmy 
Cliff concert at 97 decibels, 
which is about as loud as a mo- 
torcycle or a lawn mower. 

Critics want performers to 
lower the volume to “a reason- 
able level” of about 65 deci- 
bels, which is about as noisy 


as two people talking. 

“It just doesn’t need to be 
that loud,” said neighbor Mi- 
chael Longo, who lives six 
blocks away. “You can hear 
it half a mile away.” 

The Parks Department’s 
popular concert series, which 
this summer features acts in- 
cluding Wilco and Mission 
of Burma, has for years at- 
tracted thousands of picnic 
basket-hauling concert-goers 
to the park’s bandshell and the 
grassy areas around it. 

But neighbors say per- 


formances this year feature 
roughly 30 large speakers — 
four more than lastyear — and 
that the music lasts longer. 

Paul Nelson, a spokesman 
for the Prospect Park Alli- 
ance, said the agency is work- 
ing to resolve the issue. 

“I was told there were 
some steps we are taking to 
address their complaints,” 
Nelson said. 

Prendergast simply wants 
the volume turned down. 

“It’s overwhelming,” he 
said. 


'Dean' of boro journalism dead at 77 


Columnist and reporter Holt mourned

Dennis Holt, the grand- 
father of Brooklyn journal- 
ism who doggedly covered 
Downtown’s renaissance, 
died on June 7 from com- 
plications after suffering a 
fall. He was 77. 

Holt, a reporter and col- 
umnist for the Brooklyn 


Daily Eagle, covered eco- 
nomic development for 
more than three decades 
— offering news, analysis, 
and a deep historical perspec- 
tive in his column “Brook- 
lyn Broadside.” 

Co-workers and friends 
said his knowledge came 
across on the page — and 
in person. 

“[He] conveyed the wis- 


dom and practical intelli- 
gence that came with decades 
of being a careful listener,” 
said the paper’s publisher J. 
Dozier Hasty. “He will be 
sorely missed.” 

Holt was a Kansas-born 
former political press aide 
who moved to Brooklyn in 
the 1960s and became an ed- 
itor at the Brooklyn Phoe- 
nix in 1972. 



Reporter and colum- 
nist Dennis Holt passed 
away on June 7. 


He started at the Brook- 
lyn Daily Bulletin in 1994 
and remained with the Ea- 
gle until last fall — using his 
institutional knowledge and 
c knack for uncovering hard- 
3 to-find maps and documents 
§ to report on controversial de- 
velopment projects such as 
£ Brooklyn Bridge Park, Atlan- 
f tic Yards, and City Point. 

He held fast to his opin- 
ions but was willing to share 
his insight — and sometimes 


even his scoops — with other 
journalists. 

Former Brooklyn Paper 
editor Gersh Kuntzman 
said Holt once gave him a 
peek at some fascinating 
archives from the Atlantic 
Yards site. 

“He was the dean of 
Brooklyn journalism — and 
always welcoming to new- 
comers,” Kuntzman said. 

Holt is survived by his 
wife and two children.

Ditmas Park is eyeing bike lanes

A group of Ditmas Park 
cyclists are clamoring for 
more bike routes on their 
side of Prospect Park — and 
they’re recruiting neighbor- 
hood businesses to help them 
increase the borough’s bike 
lane network. 

Bicycle advocates say there 


are no bike lanes running 
through Ditmas Park, with 
the exception of Ocean Park- 
way and Bedford Avenue, and 
want the city to make good on 
its plans to put bicycle paths 
on Dorchester, Westminster, 
and Stratford roads. 

“We’re 30 years behind 
other countries on this,” said 
Rene Netter, a cycling enthu- 


siast who founded a Friday- 
night bicycling tour through 
the neighborhood called Dit- 
mas Rides. “The city should 
be putting in a bike grid to 
connect this area to Prospect 
Park and the ocean.” 

Netter and cyclist Julie May 
spent last month getting more 
than 15 Ditmas Park busi- 
nesses to join the Bike Friendly 


Business Campaign — which 
May sees as the first step to- 
ward putting together a seri- 
ous bike lane proposal. 

“Businesses really makes 
things move,” said May. 

Merchants who enroll in 
the program, which is spon- 
sored by Transportation Al- 
ternatives, pledge to educate 
delivery men on the city’s bike 


rules. In turn, they get added 
to a list of bike-friendly shops 
on www.bikingrules.org. 

“Bikes are good and any- 
thing that encourages people 
to come to this neighborhood 
will help us,” said Cortelyou 
Hardware manager Sam 
Fevin, who offers a 10 -per- 
cent discount to customers 
who show up on bikes.

ket rate. 

Two Trees is best known 
for changing DUMBO from 
an industrial backwater into 
one of the city’s most expen- 
sive neighborhoods — but the 
development company is no 
stranger to Williamsburg. 

The builders first made in- 
roads in the neighborhood six 
years ago when founder Da- 
vid Walentas bought a Wythe 


Avenue fabric factory for $9.5 
million and set about turning 
it into a boutique hotel, which 
opened last month. 

Real estate observers say 
the Southside may undergo 
big changes if Two Trees pur- 
chases the massive Domino 
Sugar site. 

“This is a firm that is 
known for taking a long- 
term vision of the neighbor- 
hood and replacing artists and 


industry with condos,” said 
researcher and documentary 
filmmaker Brian Paul, who 
has dubbed Walentas a prac- 
titioner of “Jane Jacobs gen- 
trification.” 

Preservationist and Com- 
munity Board 1 member Ward 
Dennis, who voted against the 
plan two years ago, said that 
Two Trees’s involvement at 
the Domino site bodes well 
for the fate of the project. 

“Community Preservation 
never had a viable plan for the 
landmark refinery building, 
and clearly saw its preserva- 


tion as an impediment rather 
than an opportunity,” said 
Dennis. “Two Trees’s track 
record with historic buildings 
— including the stunning ren- 
ovation of the Wythe Hotel 

— hopefully means that the 
refinery will no longer be an 
afterthought.” 

The sale isn’t a done deal 

— and several hurdles still 
stand in the way of develop- 
ment at the site. 

Domino co-owner Isaac 
Katan has filed an appeal af- 
ter a judge dismissed his first 
case attempting to bar Com- 


munity Preservation Corpora- 
tion Resources from negotiat- 
ing with lender Pacific Coast 
Capital over debt. 

Katan has also vowed to 
block the transaction with Two 
Trees. His attorney Y. David 
Scharf claims other would- 
be buyers believe the Dom- 
ino project is worth between 
$175 million and $200 mil- 
lion — far more than the Two 
Trees arrangement. 

“[Community Preservation 
Corporation Resources] has 
mismanaged the asset and has 
wasted millions of dollars and 


we cannot fathom why [the 
developer] refuses to extract 
value from this project,” said 
Scharf.

B rooklyn can ball, but really 
the borough is all about 
brains.

“We work out of Lower 
Manhattan, but I feel that Fort 
Greene is the place I retreat 
to where the actual inspira- 
tion takes root. The work is 
never completed unless I’m 
walking around my neighbor- 
hood,” said Abumrad. “You’re 
trying to tell stories that res- 
onate in your body on some 
level, and for me that reg- 
isters when I’m walking in 
Fort Greene Park. In a way 
I feel that in some way ev- 
erything I do here is inspired 
by Brooklyn.” 

And Abumrad, cohost of the 
show that explores such brainy 
topics as the notion of selfhood 
and elasticity of time, wants 
to clear up one fundamental 
misunderstanding about the 
alleged coolness of his bor- 
ough of choice. 

“The fusion of dork and cool 
finds its most profound expres- 
sion in Brooklyn but the entire 
borough is dorky to some ex- 
tent,” he said. “There’s some- 
thing nerdy about the obsession 
people have with things here. I 
mean artisanal pickle makers 
— pickles are a garnish, yet 
someone has lost themselves 
in the art of making them — 
that’s freaking dorky.”

E nter the mind of Hannibal 
Buress, where people kick 
pigeons, rap videos get se- 
quels, and nobody asks him if 
Hannibal is his real name.

Part “Waiting for Godot,” 
part “Twilight Zone,” the two 
IKEA inspired works are a 
satire of the optimistic and 
naive belief that new furni- 
ture — easily assembled with 
just one Allen wrench — can 
solve all of life’s problems. 

The characters in the two 
plays (each one running at 
about an hour and fifteen min- 
utes) wander the IKEA (one is 
set in the Elizabeth location, 
the other in Red Hook) as their 
relationships begin to buckle 
under the weight of having to 
meet the conservative parents 
from Idaho, and the impending 
arrival of baby, respectively. 

When the two couples de- 
cide they want out, they realize 
the Swedish furniture store has 
transformed. There are no ar- 
rows directing them to the exit, 
and the usually very helpful 
employees are the only other 
people stuck in the purgatory 
of meatballs and reasonably 
priced throw pillows. 

The play brilliantly stages 
the action, which time -trav- 
els to scenes from the charac-

ters’ pasts and their bizarre 
present circumstances, all in 
the prefabbed living rooms 
and bedrooms of an IKEA 
showroom. 

The huge space atthe Brook- 
lyn Lyceum seems on the verge 
of falling apart, with exposed 
beams and a furiously spin- 
ning ceiling fan twenty five 
feet above the audience, but 
it’s ideal for setting up mock 
nesting-spaces. The effect is 
both intimate, like ahouse, and 
threatening, like adult-life on 
the verge of consuming your 
frail, frail youth. 

The leads, Jason Carden 
and Shane Taylor, and Molly 
Lloyd and Marshall York, are 


well cast as the two couples. 

Carden wears the stoic op- 
timism of a man who’s lied 
to his parents his whole life 
and hoped he could get away 
with it, and Taylor plays the 
charming but evasive boy- 
friend who would rather call 
the whole thing off and — 
leave IKEA. 

Lloyd does a wonderfully 
sassy yet tender mother-to- 
be, trying to sell the idea of 
fatherhood to York’s charac- 
ter, a lanky man-child who 
loves the idea of being a fa- 
ther but freezes up when faced 
with the floor-model of a crib. 
Lloyd has the alertness of a 
young know-it-all go-getter 
whose enthusiasm becomes 
the drowsy resignation of a 
guy who wants to simply stay 
in and watch a movie, and for- 
get the whole baby thing.

It’s unacceptable.” 

The People’s Playground 
impresario said he met with 
an attorney last Wednesday to 
prep for the upcoming court 
battle. 

Zigun claims artist Cyn- 
thia Freedman painstakingly 
designed the logo for the first 
parade — an ocean-themed, 
Mardi Gras-style celebration 
where scantily-clad mermaids 
and mermen march down Surf 
Avenue and pasties are part of 
the standard costume — back 
in 1983. This year’s parade will 
be held on June 23. 

“It costs us $100,000 to 
put on the parade,” said Zi- 
gun, who admitted that cor- 
porate sponsorships help keep 
the parade afloat. “We don’t 
even break even.” 

Zigun said he was outraged 
when he learned that Duane 
Reade sent out an e-mail blast 
with a colorful ad urging sub- 
scribers to visit his parade and 
hawked the sunscreen brands 
it sells at its stores. 

The pharmacy’s advertise- 
ment featured the parade’s 
retro logo. 

Outraged, Zigun ran to the 
nearest soapbox — his Twit- 
ter page — to voice his dis- 
pleasure. 

“As Mayor of Coney Island 
I hereby call on all Mermaid 
Parade fans to boycott Duane 
Reade stores!” he wrote, add- 
ing that he was going to do ev- 
erything in his power to ban 
Duane Reade’s products from 
being sold in the People’s Play- 
ground. 

The nearest Duane Reade 
to the amusement district is 
in Brighton Beach. There is a 
Walgreens — which gobbled 
up Duane Reade for a stagger- 
ing $1.1 billion in 2010 — on 
Neptune Avenue, about two 
blocks from the Boardwalk. 

Duane Reade spokesman 
Carl Peters did not return calls 
seeking comment but told 


the Daily News, a Manhat- 
tan newspaper, that his com- 
pany often produces online 
ads to promote local events. 
The pharmacy chain never in- 
tended to rub Zigun the wrong 
way, Peters said. 

“We apologize if he’s up- 
set, but we usually do this as 
a positive thing,” Peters said. 
“It’s giving his event positive 
exposure.” 

ButZigunthumbedhisnose 
at the apology, saying it failed 
to acknowledge the alleged 
trademark infringement. 


“We don’t need their help,” 
Zigun said. “We’re definitely 
pursuing legal action.” 

Coney Island historian 
Charlie Denson said na- 
tional businesses are con- 
tinually looking for ways 
to profit from the legendary 
amusement district now that 
the city is transforming the 
once -gritty fun zone into an 
upscale tourist destination. 

“If Coney Island busi- 
nesses want to use Coney im- 
ages, that’s one thing,” said 
Denson, who runs the Coney 
Island History Project. “But 
for a large chain to take art- 
work from a non-profit, that’s 
pretty despicable.”

ity will bring 16 new trains 
on weekdays, 11 extra trains 
on Saturdays, and seven extra 
trains on Sundays after public 
officials urged the authority 
to ease congestion for com- 
muters. 

“Anyone tired of crush- 
ing crowds and overflow- 
ing trains will now have an 
L trip less likely to feel like 
hell,” said state Sen. Daniel 
Squadron (D-Williamsburg), 
who pushed the agency to add 
trains last year. “This is a big 
step toward a subway system 
that works for its riders every 
day of the week.” 

The increased service be- 
gan last Sunday. 

Ridership on the train line 
has skyrocketed by 141 per- 
cent over the past decade, with 
straphangers enduring long 
waits during the morning rush 
hour, when trains operate at 
1 10-percent capacity, accord- 
ing to agency standards. 

The L train has also re- 
mained consistently crowded 
on the weekends, retaining 90 
percent of its weekday rider- 
ship, according to an MTA 
study last year. 


The added trains will reduce 
wait times and overcrowding, 
but they won’t prevent other 
setbacks caused by the route’s 
two-track design. 

“This won’t eliminate de- 
lays caused by breakdowns, 
police activity, and sick pas- 
sengers, but under normal op- 
erating conditions, the extra 
trains could make a big differ- 
ence,” said Community Board 
1 member Ward Dennis. 

The authority will con- 
tinue to perform mainte- 
nance on the line and update 
its signals, which will sever 
service between Broadway 
Junction and Lorimer Street 
on several weekends in Sep- 
tember and October. 

An MTA spokesman 
said that the maintenance 
work will repair signals — 
and boost service for strap- 
hangers. 

“Customers will have the 
added benefit of more trains 
both weekdays and on week- 
ends,” said MTA spokesman 
Kevin Ortiz. “This should 
ease overcrowding on a 
line that serves continu- 
ously growing populations 
in Williamsburg, Bushwick, 
and Canarsie.”

It's Father's Day, so enjoy it 


F ather’s Day is sup- 
posed to be the mo- 
ment when being a 
dad is everything you ever 
hoped it would be: your two 
beautiful, perfectly man- 
nered children — a boy and 
a girl no doubt — bring- 
ing you breakfast in bed, 
your newspaper, and slip- 
pers, with the family dog 
sitting obediently at your 
side. 

But for most of us, pater- 
nity hasn’t turned out ex- 
actly as we pictured it. 

A man down my street 
loves to fish and hunt. He 
never says it but I’m sure 
he thought he’d be taking 
his son with him some day. 
Now with three nearly 
grown daughters harbor- 
ing no interest in bait and 
tackle, he gets together with 
some guys every couple of 
years for a deep-sea excur- 
sion, no kids in tow. 

Another man I know is 
a widower with two small 
children. A single working 
dad, he spends weekends 
keeping up with his girls, 
falling asleep moments af- 
ter their eyes close. This is 
not the vision he had of fa- 
therhood. 

I know a man who bur- 
ied his firstborn. She came 
into this world with a per- 
vasive development dis- 
order. This guy never ex- 
pected to go through that 
as a parent. 

My father, a Navy vet 
and recreational sailor 
into adulthood, expected 
to take me on the waters 


of Lake Michigan. By the 
time I arrived, rheumatoid 
arthritis had damaged his 
body enough that he never 
sailed again. 

Still, for each of these 
men, something even more 
unexpected happened. The 
widower cherishes his 
daughters and the time 
they share, a giant smile 
across his face when he 
tells of taking them to the 
beach, the park or just be- 
ing home together. 

The fisherman takes his 
girls to movies and they 
come strolling home down 
the street, their laughter com- 
ing through my window. 

The man who’s child 
died still speaks of her to 
his younger kids who he 
gladly shuttles around the 
city to parties and events, 
encouraging them to live 
their lives to the fullest. 

My dad showed up every 
summer at camp to watch 
me sail on parents’ week- 
end. At home, we made 
dinner together on Friday 
nights and played board 
games during the week- 
ends. 

These guys all ended up 
being the dads they thought 
they would be, just not in 
the way they expected it 
to happen. 

The frustrations and dis- 
appointments I face as a fa- 
ther seem small compared 
to what so many other dads 
confront, but I can’t say it 
has all turned out the way 
I expected. 

The experience has not

Some longtime Park Slop- 
ers have fond memories of the 
dusty dive, which was clut- 
tered with kids toys and old 
musical instruments until it 
closed in the late 1990s. 


“It was as if the Addams 
family or Queequeg from 
‘Moby Dick’ opened a bar,” 
a regular told The Brooklyn 
Paper at the time. 

After it closed, neighbors 
complained the corner build- 
ing became a boarded-up, 
graffiti-covered dump amid 
a stretch of prime real estate 
— and claimed the sisters were 
absentee owners. 

When Rachel Nash ap- 
peared at a Community 
Board 6 meeting in January 
and urged Park Slopers to help 
her save the building, claim- 
ing she had been a victim of

Toll numbers may be 
a direct line to trouble. 
Classified ads are intended 
to help people by facilitat- 
ing communication and 
advertising available ser- 
vices; however, some of 
the hotlines & service num- 
bers in classifieds actually 
hurt the people who rely on 
them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
